The Russian was a chauf- 
feur for the Amtorg Soviet 
trade agency in New York 
when he was arrested on espi- 
onage charges Oct. 29, 1963, 
along with John W. Butenke, 
an American employed as an 
electrical engineer by a Para- 
mus, N. J., defense plant work- 
ing on a Strategic Air Com- 
mand communications sys- 
tem. 

Butenke has been in prison 
serving a 30-year sentence, fcbt t 
a hearing has been set for next 
Friday in federal court in 
Newark on an appeal that his 
espionage conviction be over- 
turned. He is claiming that il- 
legal wiretaps were used in 
the case in violation of his 
constitutional rights. 

A similar argument by Iva- 
nov was rejected by federal 
courts earlier this year. 
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
